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THE FALL CEREMONIAL 


HE Fall Ceremonial of Aleppo 

Temple, A. A. O. N. M. S. of Boston, 
Massachusetts, was held Friday, No- 
vember 21, 1941 in Mechanics Building, 
Boston. 

A business meeting for the purpose 
of receiving and balloting upon appli- 
cations for membership in the Order 
and other business that might be 
brought before it, was held at 4 P. M. 
in Talbot Hall under the direction of 
Potentate Robert Gardiner Wilson, Jr., 
ussisted by his elected and appointed 
officers. The list of applicants for the 
Order was read and balloted upon, re- 
sulting in the election of 31 new mem- 
bers, 4 affiliations and 176 reinstate- 
ments. Two of the applicants elected to 
receive the degrees were not present 
and will be entitled to receive the same 
at the Annual Meeting to be held in 
January 1942. 

Potentate Wilson thanked the No- 
bility for their efforts in the past year 
in procuring new members and assist- 
ing in reinstating former members. He 
announced that the membership figures 
for the year including this Ceremonial 
showed a total of 112 new members, 20 
affiliations and 400 reinstatements. 
This represents the second largest 
number of affiliates in 6 years, the sec- 
ond largest number of applicants in 10 
yeurs and the largest number of rein- 
statements in the entire 59 years’ his- 
tory of Aleppo Temple. 

He also stated that the total number 
of applicants, affiliations and reinstate- 
ments amounted to 532, the highest in 
the past 13 years and that present in- 
dications are that the year 1941 will 
show our first net gain in membership 
in 14 years.

Upon motion duly made and seconded 
it was unanimously voted to release 
jurisdiction of Robert H. Hunt of Wor- 
cester in favor of Sphinx Temple of 
Hartford, Conn., that temple having 
made written request for the same. 

The Illustrious Potentate read the 
following resolution which was duly 
seconded and unanimously voted. 


“Whereas, Aleppo Temple, fourth 
largest Shrine Temple in North Amer- 
ica, has not been host to the Imperial 
Council since its visit in 1895 to Nan- 
tasket Beach, and 


“Whereas the Imperial Council has 
never held its session in the City of 
Boston, and 


“Whereas Boston,—proud old city of 
recognized cultural attainments and 
rare historic charm, founded in 1630 
by Governor John Winthrop and his 
courageous companions comprising the 
Massachusetts Bay Colony, — looks 
backward over 311 years with con- 
scious pride in its contribution to the 
moral, social, civic, historic, and eco- 
nomic development of a great empire, 
and 


“Whereas the historical background 
of Boston is indelibly imprinted on the 
minds of all those familiar with the 
struggles, adversities and achievements 
of the early American Colonists, and 
the establishment of the first free civic 
government in the Western Hemi- 
sphere, and 


“Whereas every English speaking 
advocate of a democratic form of gov- 
ernment desires some day to see 
Bunker Hill, Faneuil Hall, the birth- 
place of Paul Revere, Boston Common, 
the Old South Meeting House, the Old 
State House, the scene of the Boston 
Massacre, Kings Chapel built in 1749, 
the Old North Church, Louisburg 
Square, Plymouth Rock, Concord, Lex- 
ington, and other shrines in the history 
of this nation, and 


“Whereas thousands annually visit 
the beautiful Charles River Basin, Har- 
vard University, Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, the Christian 
Science Church, and the beautiful 
North and South Shores of Massachu- 
setts Bay, and 


“Whereas the American Legion has 
twice, within a period of ten years, 
honored Boston as its chosen Conven- 
tion City, and 

“Whereas the uniformed units of 
Aleppo Temple for many years have 
consistently attended annual sessions 
of the Imperial Council in other cities 
throughout the United States and 
Canada, and 


“Whereas innumerable Shrine Tem- 
ples in North America have repeatedly 
expressed an urgent desire that a ses- 
sion of the Imperial Council, with the 
uniformed bodies, might be held in 
Boston, 
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“BE IT RESOLVED that the No- 
bility of Aleppo Temple, in meeting 
assembled, officially invites the Impe- 
rial Council, accompanied by members 
of the uniformed units, to hold the next 
Imperial Session in Boston in June of 
1942.” 

(S) ROBERT GARDINER WILSON, JR.,

There being no further business to 
come before the meeting the 29 candi- 
dates present were escorted in to the 
Temple where they took the obligation 
of the Order of the Mystic Shrine and 
witnessed the ritualistic work of the 
lst and the 3rd sections of the degree 
as portrayed by the Ritualistic Degree 
Team. Following the ritualistic work 
a buffet dinner was served by the 
Temple Stewards. 

The Shrine Band, under the direc- 
tion of Walter M. Smith, Band Leader. 
gave a concert in Grand Hall from six 
to six forty-five P. M. At six forty- 
five P. M., Illustrious Potentate Wilson 
called the Temple to order in Grand 
Hall for the transaction of business 
and final initiatory ceremonies. 

This Ceremonial was held in honor 
of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine who 
are serving in the armed forces of the 
United States. An invitation was sent 
to the Service Camps and the Navy 
Yard in Massachusetts, inviting all 
Nobles to attend the Ceremonial in 
their service uniforms. 

Major Raymond Lang, Asst. Chap- 
lain of Aleppo Temple and the present 
head Chaplain of Camp~ Edwards, 
assisted in the evening’s work acting 
as Chaplain. 

An exhibition drill by the Aleppo 
Temple Patrol and Company review by 
all uniformed units of the Temple were 
enthusiastically received. At the con- 
clusion of the ritualistic work and the 
2nd section degree work a magnificent 
vaudeville show was given under the 
direction of Noble Chas. W. Pike. 

A previous invitation was also given 
to any man in a uniform of the U. S. 
forces, regardless of Masonic affilia- 
tions, to attend this vaudeville show. 
An interesting event of the evening was 
the appearance of Company H, 24th 
Infantry of the Massachusetts State 
Guard, who gave an exhibition of drill 
formation and the new manuel of arms. 
The emergency squad of the Compar“ 
gave an exhibition Gas Mask Drill. 
These men in their new green uniforms 
were enthusiastically received and 
given a great ovation for their work. 

In response to the invitations sent to 
the service men, several hundred visit- 
ing Nobles appeared in uniforms.
